Westminster Abbey, England's^ 
coronation shrine, has brought a. 
storm on his head because hfc 
plans a united service for all 
religions 
there 
on Human 


Rights. 


Christians, Jews, Moslems, 


Hindus and Buddhists will be 
represented at the final major 
event of the abbey's year-long 
commemoration of Its consecra- 
tion 900 year sago. 


Much of the hour's service 


will be passed in silent prayer 
but at 10-minute Intervals a rep- 
resentative of one of the faiths 
will read a passage. There will 
be no spoken prayers, no music; 
only readings, meditation and 
silence. 


Many 
Anglican churchmen 


are far from happy about the 
invitation to men of all faiths to 
worship in the abbey. 


A similar service was held 


recently 
In St. Martln-ln-the- 


Flelds In Trafalgar Square. The 
lower house of the Convocation 
of 
Canterbury, 
composed of 


clergy from all over the south- 
ern half of England, passed a 
resolution 
condemning such 


practices. 


But Dean Eric Abbott Is going 


ahead with plans for the serv- 
ice, which the abbey clergy ap- 
proved more than a year ago. 


Because of the abbey's situa- 


tion as "a royal peculiar," the 
dean is responsible 
only to 


Queen Elizabeth n and not to 
the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
primate of England. 


The Church Times, an Angli- 


can publication, has protested; 


"The Westminster plan is a 


decision which must be deplored 
as certain to give rise to wide- 
spread disquiet and dismay In 
the Church." 


The Church Times said the

religion is as good as another. 
At a time when the Church of 
England is being urged by its

About 85 per cent of your 


child's learning is done with 
his eyes. If his vision is de- 
fective, learning will be more 
difficult for him. Many visual 
defects can be corrected if 
they are recognized early and 
appropriate treatment is ap- 
plied. It is estimated that the 
visual defects of about 100,000 
children in this country pass 
each year beyond the stage 
where treatment will help 
them. 


It is, therefore, important 


to recognize any difficulty 
your child may have with his 
vision. This does not neces- 
sarily mean a trip to an op- 
thalmologist. In making rou- 
tine checks of your child most 
pediatricians now include vis- 
ual testing — using picture 
charts for children who have 
not yet learned the alphabet. 
It is important that each eye 
be tested separately because 
subnormal vision in one eye 
is a danger signal. 


When one eye has fallen 


behind, the brain soon learns 
to disregard the images sent 
to it from that eye. Covering 
the good eye is often neces- 
sary to allow the backward 
eye to catch up and to re-es- 
tablish its image in the brain's 
visual center. This patch must 
completely cover the good 
eye and be worn continuously 
except while asleep until the 
vision in the backward eye 
has been brought to 20/20, 
the normal level. 


Start p r o t e c t i n g your 


child's vision in i n f a n c y . 
When you take him outdoors 
don't let the direct rays of 
the sun fall on his eyes. As 
he grows older avoid letting 
him play with scissors, ice 
picks, knives and pencils un- 
til he can handle them safely. 
When he starts to school be 
alert for signs of eye trouble, 
such as watery eyes, recur- 
rent styes, squinting, rubbing 
his eyes and difficulty read-

Georgia Vote 
Case Before 
High Court

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


fight over selection of Georgia's 
next governor goes before the 
Supreme Court today in a clas- 
sic test of the right of states to 
run their own elections. 


The battle Is three-sided, Its 


overtones broadly significant. 


Specifically at issue in the 


one-day hearing is the constitu- 
tionality of a 142-year-old sec- 
tion of the Georgia Constitution. 


It provides that when no can- 


didate for governor gets a ma- 
jority of the popular vote In an 
election the state Legislature Is 
to choose between the two can- 
didates who got the most votes. 


Such was the case when Geor- 


gians balloted for governor Nov. 
8, 
the Republican 
candidate, 


Howard H. Callaway, got 451,032 
votes and the Democratic candi- 
date, Lester G. Maddox, 448,598. 


Passing up the two segrega- 


tionists, 57,832 Georgians cast 
write-in votes for former Gov. 
Ellis G. Arnall, a moderate. 


As a result, Callaway had a 


plurality but not the required 
majority of the total vote. 


Under the Georgia Constitu- 


tion this would have thrown the 
election into the State Legisla- 
ture, which convenes Jan. 9. 
With the Democrats in over- 
whelming 
control, 
Maddox's 


election would be likely. 


However, on Nov. 17, a three- 


Judge federal court in Atlanta 
ruled the Georgia provision un- 
constitutional. It said if the Leg- 
islature were allowed to choose 
between Callaway and Maddox 
"the candidate receiving the 
lesser number of votes (on Nov. 
8) may be elected." 


The court did not say who 


could make the choice.

1954 school decision and pledg- 
ing by "all lawful means" to 
have It reversed. 


And Fulbright has voted con- 


sistently against all the Civil 
Rights Acts passed In this cen- 
tury: In 1957, 1960, 1964 and 
1965. 


Long ago — In 1946 - in an 


address on the role of the legis- 
lator in American life, Fulbright 
gave some Insights into his 
thinking about the problems of a 
member of Congress like him- 
self. 


He said a legislator learns 


early there are "certain Inter- 
ests, or prejudices, of his consti- 
tuents which are dangerous to 
trifle with," 


Some of these prejudices, he 


said, are not of fundamental 
importance to the welfare of the 
nation and the legislator there* 
fore is "justified in humoring 
them, even though he may dis. 
approve," 


He said he didn't consider the 


endless battle In Congress over 
abolishing the poll tax - the big 
civil rights issue of the 1940s — 
as of fundamental importance 
. and so would "follow the views 
of the people of my state." 


But, he said, on an issue as 


important 
as 
supporting the 


United Nations, he would sup- 
port it no matter how his consti- 
tuents feit, 


Fulbright has needled presi- 


dents other than Johnson, In 
1958 he called Eisenhower's for- 
eign policy a "drift to disaster." 
And 
when 
the Republicans 


gained control of Congress in 
1946, Fulbright suggested Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman resign 
after 
appointing a Republican 


secretary of state to succeed 
him. There was no vice presi- 
dent then.

Planes Hit 
Near Hanoi, 
Bag Red Jet

In the last two days, U.S. 


spokesmen reported, 
30 Viet 


Cong were killed inside the de- 
fensive perimeter of Saigon's 
air base. Three Americans were 
killed and five wounded in the 
first 
Viet Cong attack. U.S. 


casualties in later action were 
reported light. 
One U. S. Jet 


fighter and a Vietnamese trans- 
port were damaged. 


Off the coast of North Viet 


Nam, the U.S. destroyer Inger- 
soll fought a gun duel with 
North Vietnamese shore bat- 
teries this morning, U.S. head- 
quarters reported. 


A spokesman said the shore • 


batteries opened ffcwiri the In-;; 
gersoll while she patrolled six ' 
miles off the southern coast of 
North Viet Nam. The Ingersoll 
replied with her five-Inch guns. 


. A U.S. spokesman said the 
destroyer suffered slight dam- 
age but no casualties. He had no 
assessment of damage to the 
shore guns. The engagement 
took place 11 miles northeast of 
Dong Hoi, the spokesman said.

days after the United States lost 
eight planes and 13 fliers in the 
worst single-day's toll of men 
and planes in nearly two years 
of aerial combat over the North. 


U.S. fliers are now credited 


with 26 MIGs downed in the war

two probably destroyed.

The MIG kills came while

bombers pummelled the Ha Gia

north of Hanoi. It was the sec- 
ond raid on the big complex in 
three days. 


U.S. spokesmen said the depot 


contained 45 buildings and could 
store nearly 3 million gallons of 
petroleum. U.S. pilots reported 
heavy damage to buildings, a 
large secondary explosion and 
numerous oil fires.
